The latest count shows there 
are 297 man-made objects rac­ 
ing through space at altitudes 
from IOO miles to several m il­ 
lion miles. 


These are satellites, dead and 
alive: 
burned 
out 
rocket 
casings, and fragments of metal 
which have fallen off satellites 
or 
rockets. 
They 
are 
widely 
scattered and Santa should have 
little 
trouble 
weaving 
around 
them. 


But he’d better have his radar 
on the alert for a cluster of 202 
small fragments which are or­ 
biting close together. They are 
the fallout from a U.S. Transit 
navigation 
satelllite 
rocket 
which disintegrated in 1961. 
Tf Santa doesn’t want to be­ 
come a pincushion, he’d detour 
around the band of Project West 
Ford space needles. These are 
400 
million 
hair-thin 
copper 
wires, called dipoles, launched 
in 1962 in a communications ex­ 
periment. They are about 2,000 
miles up and form a continuous 
north-to-south 
belt 
around 
the 
earth about five miles wide and 
25 miles thick.

the earth will bi' circled with 
satellites for a permanent s y s ­ 
tem of telephone, message and 
television transmission. 
The Early Birn will be placed 
in synchronous orbit 
that is. 
“ standing” at 22,300 miles alti­ 
tude above a fixed spot in the 
Atlantic — with NASA providing 
the launch veniclc and services, 
telem etry and tracking data. 
Once successfully in orbit, the 
satellite will be tu r n ed over to 
Comsat. If tests are successful, 
commercial service should start

The target date for 
permanent, 
full-scale 
commer­ 
cial .service is 1967. 
The contract calls for Comsat 
to reimburse NASA for “ actual

What really happens is that modem political cam­ 
paigning is enormously expensive and that the persons 
who pay the bills come asking political favors when 
their boy wins. This is such a commonplace that many 
persons and organizations play both sides of the politi­ 
cal fence, giving to both the Democrats and the Repub­ 
licans so that they will have friends in the Legislature 
and Congress no matter which party wins. 
America has shown a national genius for self-gov- 
erment, but there are reasons to be concerned about 
some trends in our representative government. The in­ 
creasing federalization of government (control by W ash­ 
ington) makes state office less important and federal 
office more important. 
It is much more difficult and 
a great deal more expensive to win federal office than 
state office.
